SENTENCED FOR THE FOURTH TIME 


Lavelle, the Wife Murderer. Again Sentenced 
to Hang. 

Charleston, S. C., November 29.—(Spe- 
cial.) Napoleon Lavelle, who has been uu- 
der conviction for the murder of his wife 
for over three years, and whose name has 
almost passed into history as the grect gal- 
lows dodger, has been resentenced to be 
hanged on the 10th of March. 


In May 1889, Lavelle called upon his 


wife, who was living with her aunt and 
uncle, and invited her down to the door to 
see him. Without a word he shot her dead 
and then turning his pistol upon her un- 
cle shot him down in his tracks. 

He was promptly tried, convicted and sen- 
tenced to be hanged. A shrewd lawyer took 
the case up to the supreme court and al- 
though Lavelle had been resentéenced three 
times, managed to stave off the |. execu- 
tion upon technical grounds, the last appeal 
was secured by the stealing of the remitti- 
tur from the supreme court by unknowh 
parties.

AND THEN THEY BEAT HIS WIFE, 


A Big Sensation That Comes from Carroll 
County—The Causes That Led to the 
Visit—Ordered to Leave. 


Carroliton, Ga., November 29.—(Special.) 
A band of white caps got in their work in 
the eastern portion of this county night be- 
fore last. A crippled man named Jim Pate 
was nearly whipped to death by a party of 
masked men, who went to his residence 
about 11 o'clock at night. 

The story is that five men knocked at 
Pate’s door about 11 o'clock, long after 
Pate and his wife had retired for the night, 
and demanded admittance. Pate asked 
them what they wanted and their answer 
was that they wanted to get in the house 
and the door must be opened. Pate an- 
swered them that he would open the door 
if they would tell their business, whereupon 
the leader told his gang to break in. 

The door was knocked down and the gang 
of five men, with black masks over their 
heads and faces, went in the house and 
pulled Pate out of his warm bed and pro- 
ceeded to give him a severe thrashing. ‘The 
mob used whips, sticks, boards and such 
other things as came near them to beat 
poor Pate with. 

Pate’s wife begged for her husband. 
This infuriated the mob so that a couple of 
them commenced on the poor little woman 
with as much fury as was exhibited on the 
husband, and whipped her unmercifully. 

Ordered to Leave the Country. 

When Pate and his wife had beeh whip- 
ped to the mob’s satisfaction, they left, 
but before they went away they gave Pate 
his orders to leave the country in twenty- 
four hours or his whipping would be heavier 
next time. 

Although Pate was nearly whipped to 
death he dragged himself to his stable and 
yoked his ox to his wagon and by daylight 
he was taking the mob at their word—leav- 
ing the country. The mob enjoined the 
man and wife not to tell of the “little fun“ 
they had had, but a close neighbor was en- 
trusted with the secret provided he would 
not tell it till Pate and his wife had reached 
a country far away. 

Pate is well known in his community as 
a sort of foolish fellow, but one who did 
none harm. He is a hard working man. 
His place of residence is eight miles east 
of Carrollton, and it was vacated in five 
hours after the flogging was administered. 
Pate told his neighbor that he knew three 
of his five assailants, and they will be ar- 
rested, no doubt, at once. 

Said to Be Dying. 

Since the above news has been received 
from Pate that he was dying from the effects 
of the whipping. He made some resistance 
when he was being whipped. Some of the 
mob dealt him very heavy blows with large 
clubs, loaded walking canes and boards, 
and the latest news is that he is dangerously 
injured. 

It is also reparted that the whipping was 
done by a lot of rough boys between the 
ages of fifteen and twenty-five, who have 
organized themselves into a band to clear 
the community of all such families as they 
don’t admire, and that Jim Pate was picked 
as their first victim. They had been reading 
in the newspapers, so the report says, about

Augusta, Ga., November 29.—(Spécial.)—

Athens, Ga., November 29.—(Special.}— 
Athens is going to work and work with @ 
vim, for the establishment of a state nor- 
mal college, or to make the normal school 
established last summer in the Rock col- 
lege building a permanancy, and prolong its 
annual terms nine months instead of three. 

There is a universal and crying demand 
from all sections of Georgia for a school 
in which public and common school teachers 
can be drilled and trained in the best and 
most successful methods of teaching. Such 
an institution meets our consideration as an 
absolute necessity. As it is now, we have 
to get a very large percentage of our suc 
cessful teachers from the normal colleges of 
Alabama, Tennessee and other states, and | 
then we can’t get enough of them. This 
retires all our own teachers simply be- 
cause they have no opportunity of equipping 
themselves for successful and satisfactory 
teaching, 

The state is bound to have the normal 
college, and there is little doubt that the 
legislature will make sufficient appropria- 
tions to establish it. ; 

The appropriation will not have to be 
very large, as the Old Rock college build- 
‘ings, the finest site for a college in the 
couutry, is the property of the state, and it 
will not require any large amount of money 
to put it in a good state of repairs. An 
amount sufficient to make these repairs to 
the commonwealth’s own property, and to 
defray the actual expenses of conducting 
the school.is what the legislature will be 
asked to appropriate.

The Gallant Officer Breathes His Last-—-More 
rrouble Feared at Calhoun.

Sheriff N. H. Maginnis is dead. He breathed 
his last a few minutes past 5 o'clock this 
evening at Dr. Battey’s infirmary where he 
had been since Saturday. 3 
had been since Saturday.

The operation performed Saturday night 
by Dr. Battey gave him rest for some time 


but early this morning he became restless ‘ 


and his temperature rose rapidly and the 
physicians saw that his bowels would have 
to be taken out again and washed. The 
doctors told him that the result of such an 
operation was exceedingly doubtful and that 
if he had anything to say to say it then. 
His wife was called in and he told her that 
his books were all balanced up November 
15th and that he wanted her to see that they 
were balanced up to the date of his death 
and turned over to the authorities of Gor- 
don county in good condition, and as to 
his private affairs he said she knew as 
much about them as he did. She then ask- 
ed him about his spiritual condition and he 
replied that all was well; he was then put 
under the influence of an opiate and the 
doctors proceeded with the operation. 

This was about 10 o’clock and from that 
time to 3 o’clock he rested well. Then 
he became restless and insisted on turning 
over. This he did of his own strength and 
in fifteen minutes he died without speaking. 
The body is being prepared for burial by 
Undertaker W. A. Rhudy and will be car- 
ried to Calhoun tomorrow on the Western 
and Atlantic railroad. The remains will be 
accompanied from here by ‘six pallbearers 
and a number of friends and officers of the 
city and county.

His neck was broken by a five and a half 
foot drop. The pulse ceased to beat in 
four minutes and he was pronounced dead 
in eight minutes from the time when the 
drop fell. — 

Sheriff Sam Westcott pulled the lever 
and Willie Bell was launched into eternity 
as the clock at the courthouse struck the 
pour of 12. 

Long vefore the last of the slow strokes 
had ceased to reverberate, the body had 
ceased fo twitch, the convulsive movement 
had stopped and save for the slight flutter 
of the pulse, the boy murderer was dead. 

It was pe:laps one of the most remark- 


> able executions on record. Bell up to the 


moment showed not the slightest emo- 
tion or semblance of fear. 

This fifteen-year-old boy was as calm, as 

collected and as cool even when he stood 
upon the trap itself looking grim death 
squarely in the face and breathing the air 
of life for tue last time, as cool as the most 
' _ @esperate criminal and as calm as an infant 
doy only a few months old. 

Deputy Sheriff Menard, sat up with Bell 
last night as one of the death watch. The 
boy talked but little, and at 11 o’clock he 
sank in-o 4 profound sleep from which he 
did not awake until 6 o’clock this morning.

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WHO DIED VERY SUDDENLY LATELY, 


And s Big Seate Was Caused, Which 


Quickly Subsided When the }Facts 
Were Known 


The board of health, the police depart- 
ment, and a section of Decatur street had a 
big sized but brief lived scare yesterday 
morning over the curious appearance of 
the corpses of two medical students that 
have died at a Decatur street house since 
Sunday night. 

It was an ugly looking story when it 
first got out, containing as it did several 
sensational features, but a short investiga- 
tion caused the fear to subside as quickly 
as it came, 

City Inspector Buchanan ran against the 
sensation in his rounds yesterday morning. 
His daily beat takes in Decatur street. 
When he got to the Grady house, a hotel 
at the corner of Decatur and Butler streets, 
some one reported to him what seemed to 
be a very suspicious case. 

; ihe Stange Deaths. 

Monday night a young medical student, 
twenty-two years old, had died after a two 
days’ illness, and a few hours after his 
death it was noticed that his face had turn- 
ed to a purple hue. Sunday night a medi- 
cal student named W. C. Hollis had died 
at the same hotel, and the same remarkable. 
change of color was noticeable in this case 
a few hours after his death. The student 
who died on Monday night was J. S. Lewis, 
whose home was in Florida. He came here 
at the beginning of the present term, and 
entered the eclectic college to take a course 
of lectures. His fellow student, Hollis, 
came here at the same tim from northern 
Alabama. The two had boarded at the 
Grady house, kept by Mrs. Baker, since they 
arrived here. Three other students of the 
eclectic college boarded at the same place. 
The boarding house is over Dr. Cofer’s drug 
store, and is a brick structure three stories 
high. It was for many years known as the 
Bridwell house. A number of clerks and 
students board at the place. 

investi, ating the Matter. 

When Inspector Buchanan heard the sto- 
ry he proceeded to look into it. He found 
it true, and further found that Dr. Del- 
bridge had attended the sick men. He went 
at once to Chief Inspector Veal and stated 
the facts. He was fearful that the men 
had died of some malignant disease, which 
had caused their faces to change color. 

Fear on this score was soon allayed, 
when it was shown that a certificate from 
Dr. Delbridge was presented to the effect 
that Hollis had died from congestive chills. 
A burial permit had been granted him on 
Monday and the body had been removed to 
Alabama. Investigation of the cause of 
Lewis’s death showed that he had died 
from malarial fever. The scare was made 
worse by the fear that another studen 
Thomas Dalton, was dangerously sick in 
the same hotel. The statement of the phy- 
sicians, Drs. Cofers, Delbridge and 
well relieved the minds of the health officers 
and caused their fears of contagious disease 
to disappear. 5

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A Neeted Reform 

The pending bill in the house, having 
for its object tlie suppression of the abuse 
of the contingent fee practice, when it is 
carried to an unjust extent, is a step in 
the right direction, but it does not go far 
enough, 

It will of course be a decided reform to 


save helpless litigants from the clutches 


of unserupulous lawyers who speculate 
upon. their necessities, and charge them 
sometimes almost the full amount of the 
sum recovered, but something more is 
needed, ee 

In connection with the speculative con- 
tingent fee business a certain class of 
lawyers known as “razor-backs” have 
scandalized the community by empleying 
bailiffs, agents and runners who are keen- 
er and quicker than birds of prey to 
scent every corpse and mangled vietim, 
whenever an. accident occurs. These 
razor-back runners are the first to reach 
the families of the victims. They sit on 
the coroner's juries, and sometimes act

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The Anti-Option Law. 


We print in another place a communi- - 


cation calling attention to the report that 
the cotton-growers of South Carolina are 
sending petitions to their senators and 
representatives in congreas, praying them 
to oppose the anti-option bill. It is na- 
tural to suppose that these petitions are 
sent out in blank form from the New 
York cotton and stock exchange, and 
that the signatures are secured in the 
usual way. If the farmers are signing 
them they are doing so either through 
carelessness or ignorance, for it 1s not to 
be supposed that any farmer who under- 
stands the operations of buying and sell- 
ing cotton and other products that have 
no existence save on paper will sign a 
petition against a bill which has for its 
purpose the suppression of this form of 
gambling. 

We do not see how it.is possible, at this 
day and in this time, for any farmer to 
be deceived about the matter. We have 
already taken occasion to review and ex- 
pose some of the crude absurdities set up 
in opposition to the Hatch bill by the 
cotton exchange of New York. When 
the bill was pending in the house, one of 
the arguments against it was that the 
mere discussion had a tendency to lower 
the price of cotton; that if there was 
any likelihood of its passing, the price 
would drop still lower, 

Now tha. cotton has advanced mate- 
rially, ‘the argument is that the price is 
controlled altogether by supply and de- 
mand, the rise being an evidence of it. 
This shows the shiftiness of the gamblers. 
They use a fact for one argument today, 
and for another and an opposite one to- 
morrow. It is not the first time that the 
principles of thimblerigging have been de- 
veloped in a discussion. We have seen it 
before and we shall see it again, with in- 
teresting variations. Meanwhile, if sup- 
ply and demand are the only controlling 
factors in fixing the price, there can be 
no possible harm in putting an end to 
the viclous system of option gambling 
which has taken possession of the cotton 
and produce exchanges of the country. 

We are perfectly willing to admit that 
when exceptional conditions prevail, as 
at present, option gambling has small in- 
fluence on the price of cotton. The earlier 
estimates of the crop have all fallen to 
pieces, and the prospect now is that the 
number of bales will be even below 6,000,- 
000. The situation, in other words, has 
paralyzed the gamblers, and they are 
floundering around with nothing to guide 
them. But suppose that the expectations 
of the short crop had been fully realized— 
we should then have seen the option gam- 
blers in their element. The shorts would 


have manufactured (on paper) more bales 


in a week than the south could produce 
in five years, and by this method of flood- 
ing the market, the southern farmer 
would have been chiseled ‘out of the 
small profits that belonged to him. 


We have no doubt the passage of the 


Hatch anti-option bill would interfere 
very seriously with the “business” of the 
cotton exchanges; but that would be ow- 
ing to the unlawful nature of the “busi- 
ness.” The buying and selling of farm 
products for future delivery is both na- 
tural and necessary, but the buying and 
selling of products that have no existence 
is more vicious than ordinary gambling 
for the reason that it has a disturbing 
effect on prices. A big bucket shop is 
no better than a little bucket shop. To 
call it an “exchange” does not help mat- 
ters, 


* 
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Our Supreme Court. 

The bill to increase the number of our 
supreme court judges will probably come 
up in the house this week. 

It is well known that our highest tribu- 
nal is the most overworked court in the 
country. The three judges have about 
600 cases a year to decidé. They work 
all day and half the night, and Sunday is 
not a day of rest with them. 

The next court in the order of work to 
ours is the supreme court of Nebraska, 
which averagés only nimety cases per 
year per judge. The other courts in the 


union average from fifteen. to thirty-five- 


per judge. In our court the cases average 
200 per judge. 

It is unjust to our judges to overwork 
them, and it is unjust to the public, be- 
cause people interested in litigation de- 
sire the supreme court to act with delib- 
eration, whitch is tmpessible under the 
pressure of business in our court. 


Then, there is safety in a multitude of 


counselors. We have too few judges 
when we consider the importance of the 
questions submitted to them, to say noth- 
ing of the great number of cases, 

It will be true economy to add to our 
supreme bench, and we believe that it 
will auu strength to its decisions, and 
make it a more useful factor than it has 
ever been in the past.

The City's Deposits. 

The special committee appointed by the 
council some time ago to report an ordi- 
nance which would take the question of 
the city’s deposits.out of the city’s politics 
will report at the next meeting of the 
council, and the ordinance which it will 
submit is presented elsewhere. 

There is no doubt that the adoption of 
some plan whereby this issue could be re- 
moved from city polities would be bene- 
ficial and the sentiment of the people of 
the city is certainly overwhelmingly in 
favor of some such system. 

The council should consider the matter 
seriously and agree upon some plan by 
which the city can get the benefit of its 
large deposits, as well as the banks which 
receive it. 

The council which solves this question 
practically, will deserve: the thanks of 
the people, : cats 

It is not right that this issue should be 
a controlling influence in the election of 
members of the council and the annual 
warfare between the banks over the city’s 
deposits is beneficial neither to the banks 
nor the city. N 

Of course the greatest care should be 
exercised in placing: the city deposits, 
which should be carefully protected by an 
iron-clad bond, and no bid for the city's 
money should be considered unless amply 
backed by securities on which the city 
could take no risk. 

We are glad that the council will give 
this matter consideration, and we hope 
that its decision, whatever it may be, 
will forever eliminate this question from 
future elections of members of the coun- 
cil. 


Richer by Hundreds of Millions. 

The St. Louis Republic figures it out 
that the recent rise in cotton has made 
the south richer by $100,000,000 since the 
middie of October. 

We are better off than these figures 
show. The final disappearance of the 
force bill gives capital confidence in us 
for all time to come. 

The prospect of speedy tariff and finan- 
cial reform has stimulated every industry 
and enterprise, and the people are neither 
hiding nor hoarding their money, but are 
turning it loose to develop the country 
and carry on business. 

All this makes us richer by hundreds of 
millions than we were a few weeks ago. 

We need not sing of a good time com- 
ing. It is here! 

And now let us settle down to business! 


The Rothschild Proposition. 

It is a very interesting piece of news 
that Mr. Alfred de Rothschild, one of the 
British delegates to the so-called interna- 
tional monetary conference, has proposed. 
that the powers engaged in conference 
should form au association for the collec- 


tive purchase annually of $25,000,000" 


worth of silver bullion, during a maximum 
period of five years, one of the express 


conditions of the collective purchase being 


that the United States government should 
continue its monthly purchases as provid- 
ed by the present law. The collective 
purchase is to go on until silver reaches 
43 pence an ounce, 

It is said that all the members of the 
British delegation except one are in favor 
of the Rothschild proposition, and it is 
hinted that the American delegates mani- 
fest increasing hope that the congress will 
not idjourn without achieving some sub- 
stantial result. 

The question arises, would the collective 
purchase of silver be in the nature of 
a substantial result? We think it would, 
but not in the direction of having any 
material influence on the price of silver 
bullion. It would, in effect, commit the 
purchasing powers to a definite silver 
policy, and out of this—as out of the Sher- 
man law—substantial results will ‘grow. 
At the end of five years the purchasing 
powers will have on hand 5125, 000,000 
of silver bullion, and this added to the 
stock accumulated by the United States, 
will amount to a considerable supply 
which cannot be thrown on the market 
without upsetting the finances of the 
world. 

The reason the collective purchase will 
have little or no effect on prices is the 
same that has prevented a rise in this 
country. The purchasing powers will 
practically dictate prices and be able to 
buy silver bullion on their own terms. 
Let us imagine that wheat has received 
the same treatment that has befallen sil- 
ver. Silver has been stripped of its po- 
tential money power; suppose that this 
government, in collusion with some oth- 
ers, should decree that wheat should no 
longer be used as food for man or beast. 
The two commodities would then pracui- 
cally be on a level so far ag their status 
is concerned. There would come a clamor 
for the free use of wheat, and this clamor 
would be effective enough to compel the 
government to buy so many bushels of 
wheat a month. Would this have any 
effect on the price? Not at all. Stripped 
of its functions, wheat would be. practi- 
cally useless. The government might pile 
up millions of bushels of it without ma- 
terlally affecting its price. 

AS a matter of fact, this is what has 
happened and is happening in the case of 
silver. The bullion has been stripped of 
the potential money power which the 
freedom of the mints conferred on it, 
and until it is restored to its natural and 
historic functions it wil remain a com- 


modity, the bulk of which there is no 


demand for. | 

Yet we are inclined to regard the Roths- 
child proposition (as we do the Sherman 
law) as a step in the direction of the 


restoration of silver to its old place in our 
currency, It is one way, but it is a slow 


way, and we have no idea that the aub-

And, now, Mr. Chairman, I desire to disa- 
buse the mind of any gentleman, if he enter- 
tains the least prejudice, that the people of 
Atlanta gave a little over half of the $41,000 
for that Aegina In other words, the people 
of this city gave more than the balance of 
the entire state for that purpose. 

This home, beautiful as it is, was erected 
by the confederate veterans and their sons, 
and while I have n sitting in my chair 
this morning I recalled distinctly twenty-eight 
years ago, when a boy, and within gunshot 
of this utiful beilding, I saw so many go 
down of the best and truest friends I ever 
had on earth to defend the spot which we 
enjoy. I have heard a great deal of talk 
about its being all sentiment. 

If sentiment is to be wiped out of this 
country of ours I desire no longer a home in 
it. If the love of the past and its memories 
are to be neglected, then I no longer desire 
an abiding place in it. I have heard in this 
discussion in the last few months that we 
must abolish sentiment. Further, that every- 
thing that is sacred is connected with senti- 
ment. I further want to say that, if Georgia 
is willing to say that we must abdndon senti- 
ment and that patriotism and sacredness of 
years, then I want to look into the good 
faces of men who can give their reasons for 
so doing.

IT . REPORT NEXT MONDAY. 


The 8 Thinks It Has a Plan 
Which Will Remove the Ques 
tion from City Politica, 


Some time ago the city council appoint 
ed a committee consisting of Councilmen 
Hill and Holbrook and Alderman Boyd, to 
take into consideration the question of the 
city's deposits, authorizing the said com- 


‘mittee to report an ordinance embracing 


a plan which would remove this ‘question 
from city politics. 

Chairman William P. Hill, the active 
young member from the fourth ward, has 
given the matter careful consideration and 
has conferred freely with his colleagues on 
the committee. 

An ordinance wll be reported to the coun- 
cil at its next next meeting by the commit- 
tee, and if it is adopted by the council Chair- 
man Hill thinks that there will be no more 
trouble about the mixture of city politics 
with the city deposits. Heretofore the 
question of the city deposits has entered into 
every municipal election and there has been 
a constant recurrence of the annual fight 
between the banks for the deposits, Every 
bank interested has always advocated its 
favorites for council with a view to secur- 
ing their influence in obtaining the deposits 
by having a treasurer chosen connected with 
the banks so interested. ‘ 


The Coummittee's Report. 


The report of the committee is as follows: 
Section 1. Be it ordamed by the mayor and 
general council of the city of Atlanta, That, 
whereas the deposits of money belonging to 
the city of Atlanta are of considerable valtie 
to the banking institutions of the city; that 
hereafter the president, cashier or other offi- 
cer of that bank doing business in the city of 
Atlanta shall be elected city treasurer, at the 
time, and for the term already provided by 
law, who shail submit a sealed proposition to 
the mavor ‘and general council on the third 
Monday in Jume, 1894, and biennially there- 
after, agreeing to acept the office and faith- 
fuily 42 form all the duties thereof as now re- 
quir by law..And further agreeing and 
stipulating that as the official of the bank, 
with which he is connected, he is authorized 
by the board of directors of his bank to agree 
to furnish the city of Atlanta from the first of 
May until the first of October of each year, 
ioe . Which he may be treasurer, a loan of $150,- 
or as much thereof as the city may wish 
to. borrow at a certain specified rate of inter- 
est.
